. Itisin the development ofthefreah markets of 
Korea and Manchuriain particular, aud of China 
in general, that Japan has begun tosenk, and 
will find, componsation for the, tremendous 
anorifices the nation made during thamcent war. 
OF the war nothing is any longer heard in 
Japan; and while the Military Tarty still 
widds o potent influence in {ho councils 
of the Government, as is but natural, 
the men whe have been the founders 
of New Japan--men liky Marjuis_ [to, 
Count Okuma, Count Mateukats, Count 
Tnnouye, and others—are thoroughly alive 
fo tha dangers which | lie belind’ the 
glitter oof a strong military alninistra- 
tion, and are using every inilience to 
provent tha burdaniag of the country with s 
policy which would seek to place stratygied and 
military considerations above thosn of com- 
mercial aud industrial progress. "Thy tirat strap. 
slo bet weonthese two tendencies was precipitated 
by a Bird introduced at the last ession of Parlia 
ment providing that.the priscipal private r il 
rays should pass iate, Governmunt ownership. 
‘This measure was sfronely supported by the 
Military Party; and. sotwithstauling Ube 
satermined, even bitter, opposition which it 
encountered among those who, for economir 
rensons, did mot favour it, the (ill was pussed 
under tho strong pressure of Marqness Sionji’s 
Qabinet and the influence of the reprsuntative 
of the Military Party, Marquess Yamngata.

favourably with the best American calloges and 
universities, as to fixed apparatus as well a8 to 
quility of the facultior.
